* The MasteryGuide Assessmentincludes 7 testlets per grade. Six testlet consists of 18 machine-scored

reading item. One testlet is performance based and includes 5 machine-scored reading item and 1 human-
scored writing prompt.

* All testlets include passage-based items.

* ELA testlets are assigned to administration windows based on passage text complexity and learning
progressions which represent those attributes that show developing depth of understanding.

* Each testlet is expected to be completed in less than 30 minutes, and most students should be able to
complete two testlets in a 45-minute class period.
